would be interested in interviewing the subject who allegedly 
had been an undercove r , . mant —£tfun the Chicago PD and t he FBI.

During the interview, GUMAER indicated that he felt that 
the Communist world was succeeding in their plot to take over 
the United States and he made several allegations that members 
of high ranking positions in the U, S. Government have been or 
are presently members of the Communist Party, Among those, 
he referred to was former Secretary of State Dean Rusk, Robert 
McNamara and others. During the interview, GUMAER admitted 
that he had been an undercover agent for the Chicago PD at 
one time, however, no tine during the interview did he ever

indicate that he had been an informant in any capacity for 
the FBI. It is to be noted that GUMAEF did not back up his 
allegations and just made general statements durinp the 
interview.
